TOWN OF SUNAPEE 


The 204th year of our existence featured per- 
haps the beginning (or Genesis) of a new era for 
our community. It was a year that told us that the 
building explosion is about to make a significant 
impact on our town. Not only has there been a sig- 
nificant increase in land transfers, but also an added 
number of potential subdivisions or developments, 
which in all probability will multiply into several 
transfers at a later date. 


As a result, a major emphasis must be put on 
future planning. It is the primary recommendation 
of this board that we immediately use the “stop, 
look and listen” technique before we as a community 
find ourselves so deeply imbedded with problems 
that we could not afford to live here. Coupled with 
the fact that existing facilities such as water, sewer, 
roads, waste disposal and schools need up-dating, 
it is imperative that, we appropriate funds for plan- 
ning with the hope that it will help minimize the 
financial strain in the years ahead. 


In the area of planning, it is hoped that the 
following will be carried out in 1972: 


1. That we approve of the article inserted by 
the selectmen requesting $1,000.00 to study future 
water and sewer expansion. It is hoped that an ex- 
tension program can be established in addition to 
the recently approved water and sewer projects. 


2. That we make preparations to meet the dead- 
line relative to waste disposal. 


3. That a continual program be instituted to up- 
date our present road system. It is estimated that the 
Town will receive approximately $14,000 for State 
Road Aid in 1972. Part of this amount is reflected in 
our highway budget requests. 


4. That we support the school board in its re- 
quest for funds to plan for needed school facilities. 


5. That we continue to meet with New London 
and Newbury officials in the hopes of establishing 
a consolidated effort in securing a full time tax as- 
sessor for the 3 towns. 


The Planning Board is presently in the process 
of exploring what types of zoning in addition to the 
present sub-division regulations would be accept- 
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able to the voters of the community. Since this is 
a highly controversial subject, it will no doubt take 
many hours of discussion and study. However, it is 
the extreme desire of the Board of Selectmen that 
immediate steps be taken to put some stipulations 
on spacial requirements in various areas such as on 
the lake, in town and rural sections. Unless this is 
done it is conceiveable that the community could be 
faced with serious problems relative to health and 
safety, fire protection, sewer, water and road main- 
tenance. 


Perhaps the most significant accomplishment in 
1971 was the approval of a $3,195,000 sewer and 
$310,000 water projects at a special meeting Sept. 
21st. This was a culmination of approximately 51/2 
years of frustration and hard work. The projects 
were initiated at the 1966 Town Meeting. Due to 
the lack of State and Federal Funds the sewer pro- 
ject lay dormant for several years. However, a 
breakthrough came in the late spring of 1971 when 
the Farmers Home Administration (FHA) came 
through with a grant of $605,000. The State of 
N.H. had already committed itself for $642,000. 
The last obstacle was that of the Environmental 
Protection Agency which has promised $882,000. 
but didn’t have the money available. With the help 
of area legislators and the Water Pollution Control 
Board we were fortunate enough to get the State 
of N.H. to pre-finance the $882,000. Of the $3,- 
195,000 voted for the sewer project, the users and/- 
or taxpayers will be responsible for 3 of the total 
project. This breaks down to be $69,300 plus a 
maintenance cost of $19,000 or a yearly cost of 
$88,300 for the sewer system. The Sewer Commis- 
sion will be setting up a series of meetings to work 
out a method of paying for it. The $310,000 water 
project will be paid off yearly by the users. 


The First National Bank of Boston will handle 
the sale of the Bonds. The firm of Ropes and Gray 
of Boston is the Bond Counsel. 


There is a good possibility that the sale of Sew- 
er Bonds could take place by May of 1972. The 
Water Bonds could be sold in the very near future 
if so desired. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to extend its ap- 
preciation to the voters for the confidence shown at 
the Special Meeting. We also wish to extend our 
special thanks to Mrs. Rude and the members of 
her Contemporary Problems Class for the effort in 
getting out the vote. We are happy to see the young- 
er generation become involved in the problems that 
face our community. We as a board regret that we 
were unable to get the meeting a week earlier. If we 
had, we think we would have had the first N.H. 18 
year old voter. Although another community beat 
us to the punch, we may at least have had the first 
18 year old voting on a bond issue. 


We wish to pay special tribute to the Town 
Officers, elected or appointed, for the cooperation 
and hard work during 1971. Many times their efforts 
aren’t fully recognized or appreciated. We hope you 
will review the list of Town Officers and contact any 
of them if you have a particular question. These are 
very dedicated people and they are represented 
from most areas of the town. It is this type of indi- 
vidual who has helped to make our community a 
better place in which to live. Most have worked 
with little or no remuneration. Much of it has been 
above and beyond the call of duty. If it weren’t for 
these people our expenditures would be much larger 
indeed. However, the day may rapidly be approach- 
ing when we are going to have to pay for some of 
these services that we have been getting for so little 
for so many years. 


Due to the sudden potential growth, it may be 
time for us to discuss the possibility of hiring an 
executive officer such as a, Town Manager, directly 
responsible to the Selectmen to administer the affairs 
of the Town. This thought merits discussion in fu- 
ture Town Meetings. 


On a sad note, we wish to take this opportunity 
to extend our deepest sympathy to members of the 
Adolph von Dreden family. A tragedy such as this 
has a tremendous impact on a community. Many of 
us remember how Mr. von Dreden served so faith- 
fully as a Town Road Agent from 1936 to 1942, 
and how Mrs. von Dreden served as a teacher in the 
Newport School District before retiring 21/2 years 
ago. 


And a big plus to Mr. Dorrington who has done 
such a remarkable job with the Town Reports. 
Dick is a prime example of the fine people who have 
moved in either as a full time or part time resident 
in recent years. He has taken a sincere interest in its 
people by offering his friendship and concern. In 
this report, as in past reports, you will see some of 
Dick’s favorite shots of the town. Just recently he 
ventured into the field of sports. He seems to be get- 
ting more involved with the town every day. Re- 
cently, he had the courage to take some action shots 
at a couple of high school basketball games. We ex- 
pect to rate him as professional very shortly. 


Again, we thank all of the citizens of the com- 
munity for the fine cooperation and understanding 
during the year 1971. Your favorable consideration 
has made our year a much more rewarding one.

New library hours were instituted on April 1, 
1971; the library is now open 19 hours per week, 
Mondays and Wednesdays from 1 to 8 P.M. and 
Fridays from | to 6 P.M. 


Activities this year have included: movies for 
children pre-school through 6th grade on alternate 
Fridays during the Winter months and story times 
every Wednesday afternoon during July and Aug- 
ust. Three adult film programs were held. An open 
house was held on April 23rd in observance of 
National Library Week. A collection of old post 
cards and photographs of points of interest in Sun- 
apee in the late 1800's is on display in the Library. 
These were compiled and loaned to the Library by 
Mrs. Leon Gould.

ANNUAL REPORT 
BEN MERE AREA COMMITTEE 


Acquisition of the area took place in late March 
1971. This placed the land within the responsibility 
of the Conservation Commission with the intention 
that ownership and title be transferred to the Town 
for administration by the Selectmen and the people 
as soon as possible. 


The purchase was brought about through fund 
raising, state aid and responsibility for a mortgage 
being assumed by the Ben Mere Committee with 
the co-signatures of eight citizens of the town. There 
was no expense to the town. 


During April, a Ben Mere Study Committee was 
appointed by the Selectmen consisting of Ernest 
Cutting, Richard Morse, Jean Putonen, John W. 
Sargent, George Wiggins, Richard H. Webb and 
John McGrath, chairman. 


Following a series of meetings, this committee 
decided that it’s philosophy would be a “go slow” 
approach and that the following recommendations 
would be presented to the Selectmen for their imple- 
mentation with the approval of the people at the 
1972 Town Meeting:

1. That signs be placed near the street, asking 
that no parking be done on the lawn.

5. That commercial advertisers be asked to re- 
move their signs.

REPORT of the FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
and DISTRICT CHIEF 


Lest We Forget — It Can Happen Here 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy 
hundreds of homes are more prevalent on the west 
coast with their dry seasons and strong hot dry 
winds but 25 years ago this fall is the anniversary of 
a disaster that devastated large areas of northern 
New England leaving villages in ashes with rows of 
cellar holes and chimneys in a number of summer 
vacation home locations. Many lives were lost on 
that destructive day of October 23, 1947. Nothing 
could stop the wind driven flames. 


It is true that such conditions are unusual for 
New Hampshire but they happened once, they can 
happen again. The fuel for fires is all around us. 
All it takes is a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit 
of carefulness with fire at all times can we meet the 
challenge of protection when dry conditions prevail. 


Please let these reminders by your guide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, 
discard a firebrand — a lighted match or a glowing 
cigarette. 


2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burn- 
ing. The burning of household rubbish is not per- 
mitted if your town has rubbish collection. Burning 
of grass or garden litter can be dangerous. See your 
warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are 
allowed and if they are, put them dead out when 
leaving. 


4. Most important — instruct your children in 
the danger of the lighted match. A lighted match 
and dry grass or forest litter is a dangerous combin- 
ation which leads to destructive loss and can lead to 
tragedy. 


The past year, 1971, was a favorable year for 
the control of fires. There were too many fire starts 
in some towns. We thank those who remembered 
and ask others to heed Smokey’s message.

Sunapee Fire Department 


From December 1, 1970 to November 30, 
1971, the Fire Department answered a total of 24 
alarms. This figure is somewhat below the average 
for the past several years and accounts for the sur- 
plus returned to the town from the 1971 appropria- 
tion. 


As we mentioned in last year’s report we are 
asking for approximately $25,000.00 for a new 
engine to replace the 1953 Ford in the Sunapee 
Station. This 1953 engine will then replace a 1948

The summer of 1973 will mark the Centennial 
Year of the Sunapee Fire Department and we are 
planning a celebration at that time. 


The Engineers are requesting an appropriation 
of $8,810.00 for 1972. A new item of rental of 
hydrants may be added to this sum.

WELFARE 

The economic pinch has been felt in Sunapee 
this past year and there have been more families 
requiring help. Help has been needed by some be- 
cause of illness or accidents and for others because 
they have become temporarily unemployed. Small 
Social Security checks for some of our elderly per- 
sons have become more and more difficult to live on 
because of the spiraling costs of living. 

We have continued with the surplus food pro- 
gram started in 1970. Foods are supplied by the 
federal government and we pay the transportation 
costs for them. They are brought to the town office 
and Mrs. Joseph Hill and Mrs. Albert Putonen have 
assisted again this year with the distribution of them. 

During the past year, we have served 26 families 
with a total of 106 people. Some families have been 
on for short periods because of illness or unemploy- 
ment and others continue because they do not earn 
enough and this food is a supplement. Many elderly 
persons are now receiving the foods and they help 
to supplement meager incomes. 

Any person who feels that his family is eligible 
for surplus foods should call or visit the town office 
and Mrs. Hill or Mrs. Putonen can assist them in 
filling out the necessary form and to answer any 
questions whch they may have.

1971 CONSERVATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


During 1971 the Conservation Commission 
spent $80 of its appropriation for forest improve- 
ment work on 10 acres of the Ledge Pond Lot. This 
is in the watershed of the pond and an area that 
should remain wooded. It has been recommended 
that the improvement practice be carried out on a 
much larger area in 1972. As federal funds paid 
$200 of the $280 cost, this work. is being accom- 
plished at a small expense to the town. The purpose 
is to significantly increase the growth rate of crop 
trees and to improve the quality of logs at harvest. 
From the taxpayers standpoint, this type of activity 
will hasten the day when an income can be returned 
to Sunapee and at the same time keeps a good vege- 
tation cover on the property. 


Your commission viewed the parking lot at 
Dewey Woods and toured the area this past fall. It 
seemed wise to delay the installation of nature trails 
until such time as a maintenance plan can be set up 
for signs (now under construction), policing of toilet 
facilities, and the removal of refuse. 


In progress is a program of inventorying all 
town owned property with respect to its character- 
istics and restrictions imposed by deed. This inven- 
tory will aid in determining conservation needs if 
they exist and priorities for land treatment. It is felt 
that the reference file now under development will 
be a valuable referenc for the selectmen, the plan- 
nig board, and other groups in need of information. 

Currently under study is the use of easements as 
a legal tool for accelerating conservation practices 
on private land and yet preserving areas for use by 
the general public. The device, like so many things, 
is controversial. Some New Hampshire towns are 
using easements in the public interest. 

Several citizens completed their terms on the 
commission and their contribution deserves notice, 
being: Charles K. Flint, James Eastman, and Rich- 
ard Webb, Chairman. Mr. Webb resigned to devote 
time to other pressing duties. New members appoint- 
ed were Stanley Colby, Richard Kelly, Phillip John- 
son, Sr., and Elwood Style.

SEWER COMMISSION REPORT 

During the past year the Commission worked 
cooperatively with the Selectmen, State Officials, and 
the engineering staff of Anderson-Nichols to con- 
centrate in the areas of construction plans, cost and 
financing. 

A series of Commission meetings were held to 
explore the most equitable methods of distributing 
the costs of payment and maintenance to the tax- 
payers, homeowners, and residents of the Town. No 
decision has yet been arrived at and it is planned 
that further meetings be held to which members of 
public will be invited and their viewpoints solicited. 

During August a public hearing was held at the 
High School Gymnasium. At this meeting the entire 
matter of the proposed sewer construction was thor- 
oughly presented to town members and other in- 
terested residents by the Selectmen and Commission 
members. Several plans of amortization were re- 
viewed with the majority of opinions favoring 100% 
cost of installation to be paid by the tax rate and the

CLASSROOM SPACE & PROGRAM 

It should come as no surprise to indicate to you 
that it is not possible to further improvise and gain 
needed space within the present building . 

By the addition of an additional teacher this year 
and by moving two more elementary grades into 
portable classrooms, it was possible to run two sec- 
tions in Grades 7 and 8. This has been a real edu- 
cational improvement and has corrected a poor 
learning situation that had existed for several years. 

Even though two additional portable classrooms 
were purchased, we are in a real bind for adequate 
facilities in Grades 1 to 6. Perhaps this can best 
be shown by setting down the present class sizes: 


Grade 1 — 16 
Grade 1 — 15 
Grade 2 —31 
Grade 3 — 35 
Grade 4 — 35 
Grade 5 — 38 
Grade 6 — 34 


New Hampshire Minimum Standards for Elemen- 
tary Schools call for no more than 25 pupils per 
teacher in Grades 1 and 2, and no more than 30 
pupils per teacher in Grades 3-6, with a recom- 
mended ration of no more than 20 pupils per teach- 
er in Grades 1 and 2 and no more than 25 pupils 
per teacher in Grades 3-6. 


As can be seen, except in Grade 1, our elemen- 
tary classes are far in excess of generally accepted 
standards. Obviously, to provide real relief will re- 
quire additional classroom space—this we do not 
have. We have been employing two Teacher Aides 
to work in some of the grades—and this service has 
proved to be very helpful. Funds are included in 
the budget for two additional Teacher Aides at the 
elementary level as a temporary measure—until the 
space problem is resolved. 


BUILDING PLANS 
The progress toward a permanent solution to 
school space requirements is covered in the Report 
of the Building Committe and School Board. An 
Article asking for funds to provide working draw- 
ing for a new high school unit (Grades 7-12) on the 
Tucker Brook property—is included in the Warrant. 


I want to publicly commend the members of the 
Building Committee — Paul Gallup, John Fuller, 
Richard Mathieson, and the School Board — Far- 
rell Quinlan, Guy Alexander, and Richard Webb, 
for their concerted and dedicated attention to a 
school building program. Their findings and rec- 
ommendations should receive your thoughtful con- 
sideration. The final decision is yours.

SUNAPEE SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Report of the School Board and Building 
Committee 

At the Annual School District meeting March 
8, 1971 a motion was passed directing the modera- 
tor to appoint a building committee to work with 
the School Board. The purpose of this committee 
was to study and present to the voters plans for a 
building program to meet the needs of the increas- 
ing school population at Sunapee Central School. | 


Mr. Paul Gallup, Mr. John Fuller and Mr. 
Richard Mathiesen were appointed by the moderator 
to serve on the committee along with the members 
of the School Board. 


At the first meeting Paul Gallup was elected 
chairman and John Fuller was elected secretary. 


Prior to the formation of this committee the 
School Board had spent considerable time studying 
the building needs of the School District. Reports of 
their work can be found in the Annual Reports of 
the Town of Sunapee for 1969 and 1970. 


From the very beginning the committee has pro- 
ceeded with their work with the feeling that every 
building possibility must be studied and every ques- 
tion must be answered. 


The student enrollment at Sunapee Central 
School kas been increased at a steady rate for many 
years which resulted in overcrowded conditions in 
some areas. To alleviate this condition the School 
District authorized the purchase of three portable 
classrooms over the past three years. However, this 
was a temporary measure and the overcrowded con- 
ditions still exist in some areas. 


The location of additional building space came 
under a great amount of discussion and study. An 
architect was asked to prepare preliminary plans 
and cost estimates of new construction at the follow- 
ing locations, each having the same approximate 
square footage in new building space: 


1. An addition to Sunapee Central School down 
the banking connecting onto the gymnasium. 


2. An addition to Sunapee Central School at its 
present level extending towards and including the 
principal’s house. 


3. A new building at the Long View Terrace 
site. 


The architect returned with the requested plans 
plus a fourth plan which placed a new building on 
the ground behind the portable classrooms. 


After reviewing the plans and cost estimates, it 
was found that all four buildings or additions would 
cost about the same amount of money. The com- 
mittee in reviewing these four alternatives found 
the following: 


a. There would be little or no saving if the new 
construction was done at the present site. 


b. The cost of acquiring additional land around 
the present building by eminent domain would be 
very high since this land area is well developed, 
highly assessed, residential property. 


c. Using the plan which would connect the pres- 
ent building down the banking to the gymnasium 
would result in a building which would be difficult 
to administer because of the continual movement 
up and down the stairs. It would also by law involve 
the installation of an elevator since it would be a 
multi-level building. 


d. The plan which involved building on the 
mound behind the portable classrooms and the plan 
which connected on to the present building extend- 
ing towards the principal’s house would involve the 
purchase of additional land in the immediate area. 
Also much of the playground space would disap- 
pear. 


e. Any building on the present site would not 
allow for any future expansion due to the location 
and the limited land area. 


f. Any additional building on the present site 
would also greatly increaes the traffic and parking 
problems which already exist. 


g. The present location does not have sufficient 
land area for the development of additional play 
area or athletic fields which are greatly needed. 


The question of state building aid which 
amounts to 30% of the building costs, was investi- 
gated. A consultant from the State Department of 
Education was asked for his opinions and recom- 
mendations. His findings, which were written after 
he visited Sunapee, explained that under the present 
minimum standards for school construction adopted 
by the State Board of Education, no new construc- 
tion on the present site would receive state financial 
aid unless a special exemption was granted by the 
State Board of Education. As the town already 
possesses an excellent site for a new building, the 
committee felt that there was little ground on which 
to base a special hearing before the State Board of 
Education. 


The committee spent two days visiting schools 
within the state. Schools visited included those with 
traditional plans and those with open space plans. 
The type of construction of the schools visited in- 
cluded conventional buildings and the pre-engineer- 
ed metal buildings. 


It was the feeling of the committee that metal 
buildings should be investigated completely before 
a decision is made on the type of construction to be 
used. This investigation is now in process. 
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Upon reviewing the discussions of all the meet- 
ings of the committee, the following points summar- 
ize its work to date: 


1. A school building program is needed in Sun- 
apee. 


2. There would be no savings in actual construc- 
tion costs if the new building was done at the pres- 
ent site. 


3. State aid, which amounts to 30% of the build- 
ing costs, would not be available for new construc- 
tion at the present site without a special ruling by 
the State Board of Education. State aid would be 
available for new construction at the Long View 
Terrace site. 


4. Now is the time to make the break away from 
the present site with any new school construction. 
Any further additions to the present site would: 


a. greatly complicate the problems faced in 
the future if further expansion was ever nec- 
essary. 


b. not solve the problems of parking, athletic 
fields and general congestion already existing 
at the present site. 


5. It is not only educationally sound but highly 
desirable to separate elementary students from sec- 
ondary students. It was the feeling that a new sec- 
ondary school should be constructed rather than an 
elementary school. 


The reasons for recommending a new secondary 
school include the following: 


a. Remodeling the present school for expanded 
high school use would be more costly because of the 
specialized areas which are needed such as science 


laboratories, shops, library and resource facilities, 
business and home economic rooms. 


b. There would be probably no state financial aid 
for any additions to the present building now or in 
the future. 


c. The present athletic fields are not adequate for 
high school use with no suitable land available for 
expansion. 


d. The present parking facilities are already in- 
adequate for high school use. 


e. The present building can best be converted for 
elementary purposes for a longer period of time 
without additional construction, although some ren- 
ovations will be necessary. 


The committee agreed that one of the problems 
faced with the building at the present time is that 
there are about 200 students in grades 7 - 12 at 
present. It is difficult to build adequate core facilities 
in an economical manner for much less than 400 
students. The committee felt that this problem 
should be investigated more carefully by the School 
Board and an architect. 


The committee therefore, recommends that the 
School Board proceed to develop a definite proposal 
for a school building program for grades 7 - 12 at 
the Long View Terrace site for consideration by the 
voters at the March meeting.
